Obama Touts Economic Record 


Ahead of jobs report, 
president works to 
woo voters in Ohio 


Maumee, Ohio 

Campaigning through swing state 
Ohio by bus, President Obama cast 
his re-election bid as a bet on the 
American worker Thursday, even as 
he braced for a Friday unemploy- 
ment report that will help set battle 
lines for the hot summer to come. 

The monthly unemployment 
numbers could alter or harden 
voters’ views of Obama’s core re- 
election argument that he pulled 
the U.S. back from recession while 
Republican Mitt Romney embrac- 
es policies that led to an economic 
near-collapse. A weak report could 
undermine Obama’s position, while 
improvement could help the pres- 
ident — though concerns about 
jobs are sure to be a major issue 
through Election Day. 

Obama tellingly chose to start 
his summer of on-the-road cam- 
paigning in two political battle- 
ground states that have a rosier eco- 
nomic outlook than some parts of

Zimmerman’s Bond $1M 
In Trayvon Martin Case 


Orlando, Fla. 

A Florida judge ruled Thursday 
that George Zimmerman can be 
released from jail a second time 
on $1 million bond, saying he set 
the bail amount significantly high- 
er because Zimmerman may have 
been hiding money as part of a plot 
to flee the country. 

Circuit Judge Kenneth Lester had 
revoked Zimmerman’s $150,000 
bond last month after prosecutors 
told the judge Zimmerman and his 
wife misled the court about how 
much money they had during an 
April bond hearing. The neighbor- 
hood watch volunteer is charged with 
second-degree murder in the shoot- 
ing death of Trayvon Martin. 

Prosecutors said a website 
Zimmerman created for his legal 
defense had raised $135,000 at 
the time of his first bond hearing.

George Zimmerman will have to 

pay a bailbond company $100,000 
and have collateral worth $1 million. 
Neither Zimmerman nor his family 
has that amount in collateral, attor- 
ney Mike O’Mara said on his website 
in an appeal to supporters to donate. 
The fund now has $211,000 in it. (ap) 


Zimmerman and his wife did not 
mention the money then. 

The judge said Zimmerman’s 
actions suggest he might have 
been preparing to flee to avoid 
prosecution. “Under any defini- 
tion, the defendant has flaunted 
the system,” Lester wrote in the 
order. “The defendant has tried to 
manipulate the system when he has 
been presented the opportunity to

Could Boot 
Thousands 
Off Internet 


Washington 

Despite repeated alerts, tens of 
thousands of Americans may still 
lose their Internet service Monday 
unless they do a quick check of their 
computers for malware that could 
have taken over their machines 
more than a year ago. 

According to the FBI, the num- 
ber of computers that probably are 
infected is more than 277,000 world- 
wide, with 64,000

puters in the U.S. 

The problem 
began when inter- 
national hackers 
ran an worldwife 
online advertising 
scam to take con- 
trol of more than 
570,000 comput- 
ers. When the FBI went in to take 
it down late last year, agents real- 
ized if they turned off the malicious 
servers being used to control the 
computers, all the victims would 
lose their Internet service. 

The FBI hired a private company 
to install two clean Internet servers 
to take over for the malicious serv- 
er, but the temporary Internet sys- 
tem they set up will be shut down 
at 12:01 a.m. EDT Monday.

Terror group exploits 
chaos in neighboring

Iraq asserted Thursday that al-Qae- 
da insurgents are streaming out of 
the country to carry out attacks in 
Syria, an ominous development as 
the Syrian conflict inflames an 
already hostile region. 

Extremists have been making 
inroads as the l6-month-old upris- 
ing against President Bashar Assad 
grinds on, bringing a dangerous 
new element to the forces fight- 
ing to topple the regime. 

The militants are taking advan- 
tage of the chaos and the violence 


gripping Syria, which the head of 
the country’s U.N. observer mis- 
sion said Thursday had reached 
“unprecedented levels.” 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Hoshyar 
Zebari said authorities are worried 
that extremists could gain anoth- 
er foothold in Syria, posing a new 


threat to the region’s stability. 

“We have solid information 
and intelligence that members of 
al- Qaeda’s terrorist network have 
gone to Syria,” he said in Bagh- 
dad. Zebari did not elaborate or 
provide details. 

It’s a turnaround from the 


height of the Iraq War six years 
ago, when weapons and fighters 
would cross from Syria to aid fellow 
Sunnis in Iraq. Zebari said Bagh- 
dad has for years warned Damas- 
cus about al-Qaeda traffic between 
Iraq and Syria. 

Rebels have launched increas- 
ingly deadly attacks on regime 
targets, and suicide bombings — 
a hallmark of al-Qaeda in Iraq — 
indicate extremists are joining in. 
An al-Qaeda-inspired group, the Al- 
Nusra front, has claimed responsi- 
bility for dozens of attacks. 

Activists say more than 14,000 
people have been killed since the 
revolt began. Syria severely restricts 
the media in the country, making it 
difficult to gain a credible account 
of events, zeina karam (ap) 


ECB Slashes 
Interest Rates 
To Aid Economy 


Frankfurt, Germany 

The European Central Bank cut 
its benchmark interest rate to a 
record low Thursday to spark eco- 
nomic growth but gave little sign it 
would take further action to ease 
Europe’s financial crisis. 

By cutting its key refinancing 
rate by a quarter percentage point 
to 0.75, a move that was widely 
expected, the ECB sought to give 
Europe’s sagging economy a lift by 
making it cheaper for businesses 
and consumers to borrow. 

Markets were underwhelmed. 
The ECB also cut the interest rate 
it pays banks on overnight depos- 
its by a quarter percentage point, 
to zero. The move could nudge 
banks to lend more money, rath- 
er than sock it away and earn no 
interest, (ap)

Paper or Plastic? 

You think you know your friends. But then, one 
day, you walk to the Metro together. And as 
you waltz on through the gates, you Look back 
and see your buddy doing the unthinkable: 
fumbling with a paper fare card. “Seriously?" 
That's my typical response in this situation, 
which has happened with more frequency 
than I can fathom. 


It’s one thing not to have a SmarTrip 
if you’re a tourist, or one of those 
suburban folks who’s always stuck 
behind the wheel. It’s quite another 
to be a daily commuter and still 
be clinging to that flimsy relic 
— whether it’s out of laziness or 
paranoid fear of being tracked by 


“the man.” 

If my rolling eyes haven’t gotten 
this message across, I’m guessing 
the introduction of higher fares 
this week did the trick. Since July 1, 
everyone’s been paying more to ride 
Metro, but it’s the paper posse that’s 
really been getting the squeeze. 


They’re now charged a buck more 
per trip than SmarTrip users. 

So it’s time to go shopping (to 
save money!), and not just for the 
holdouts. The new charges mean 
it’s common sense for everyone 
to have at least one 
additional SmarTrip 
as a backup in case 
your wallet gets lost/ 
stolen or you want to 
lend one to an out- 
of-town visitor. 

The advice I 
generally give — 
along with that eye 
roll — is something I’m not sure 
most Metro riders know. You 
don’t have to buy a SmarTrip to 
go plastic. The other option is the 
CharmCard, Baltimore’s completely 
compatible alternative. Both cards 
can be used interchangeably on 
buses, subway and light rail in 
Washington and Baltimore. Other 
than the name, the only noticeable 
difference is the cost. A SmarTrip 
or CharmCard will set you back 
$10, but a SmarTrip comes loaded 
with only $5, while a CharmCard 
has $7.50. 

You’re thinking you need to 
have a pal in Baltimore to get your 
hands on one of these bargains, 
right? Nope. On WMATA.com’s 
online fare purchase site, the 
CharmCard is right there under 
the SmarTrip. (And that’s right 
under the President Obama 
commemorative SmarTrip, which 
costs $10 but comes with no loaded 
value. Fox News, I leave any jokes 
about that up to you.) 

Here’s the real shocker from 
the site: “Metro does not charge 
for shipping and handling.” Now, 
that’s a good deal, even if “the man” 
is watching.

“Those are the guys who are 
your best hitters, and when they 
struggle it has an effect on every- 
body else trying to do too much,” 
manager Davey Johnson said.

The Nationals averaged 7.2 runs 
in the 10 games after Zimmerman’s 
shot in the arm, after averaging 
just 3.8 runs through their first 69 
games. It’s a welcome development 
for a team that has been carried by 
its dominant pitching. 

On Friday, the Nationals will 
play their 8lst game, the official 
midway point. They have the best 
record in the National League and, 
inside the clubhouse, players feel 
they may only now be beginning 
to reach their potential. 

“We really don’t know how good 
this team can be,” Morse said.

United star takes a leave 
to help native Honduras 
shoot for Olympic glory 

Soccer 

Major League Soccer’s rising crop of 
American talent suffered a major set- 
back when the United States Under-23 
men’s national team failed to qualify 
for this summer’s Olympics. D.C. Unit- 
ed, for one, had Bill Hamid and Perry 
Kitchen set to play on the world stage 
before disaster struck in March’s quali- 
fying tournament. 

D.C. and MLS will still be represent- 
ed in the London Games, though, with 
winger Andy Najar selected to play for 
his native Honduras. 

Najar, a United Academy and Edi- 
son High School (Va.) product, left for 
Honduras on Monday to train with the 
Olympic team, the grandest opportu- 
nity for him since he was integrated 
into the Honduran national team set- 
up last year. 

“I’m very happy and motivated right 
now,” Najar said recently through a 
translator. “It’s definitely a dream for

Najar was integral in Honduras’ 
qualifying effort, assisting on the goal 
that cemented the nation’s place in the 
16 -team Olympic field. 

He was rewarded with one of 15 
tickets handed to Honduran players 
23 and younger who will be accompa- 
nied by three over-age players: defend- 
er Maynor Figueroa, who plays for Eng- 
land Premier League’s Wigan Athletic; 
Sporting Kansas City midfielder Roger 
Espinoza and recent New England Rev- 
olution Designated Player signing and 
forward Jerry Bengtson. 

After arriving in Europe, Honduras 
will play Egypt and United Arab Emir- 
ates — two teams that also qualified for 
the London Games — in two of three pre- 
Olympic friendlies, Najar said. 


From there, Los Catrachos will 
face a challenge in group play, being 
drawn into Group D with Spain, Japan 
and Morocco. The top two teams in 
the group will qualify for the quar- 
terfinals. 

“We know it’s going to be very 
difficult,” Najar said. “We know the 
quality of the teams we’re going 
to be facing, but we also know 
that we have a quality team, and 
we’re going to give it the best 
we’ve got.” 

Spain’s Olympic team, 
along with Brazil’s, is favored 
to reach the gold medal game 
and will feature players from the team 
that captured the 2011 Under-21 Euro- 
pean championship and players from 
the dominant Euro 2012 championship 
team. For Najar, it’s a perfect chance 
to make a name for himself against the 
world’s best young talent. 

“It’s going to be hard to mark 
them and play against them, but 
we have to feel that we’re at the 
same level as them,” Najar 
said. “That’s why we’re

Finally, the Mystics learned how to 
successfully navigate a first quar- 
ter. After riding a rare early lead 
to a victorious finish last Sunday, 
Washington hopes it has finally 
found the right course as San Anto- 
nio visits on Friday in the finale of 
a four-game homestand. 

During their opening 12 games, 
the Mystics (3-10) never led after a 
single first quarter. Instead, they 
frequently found themselves fac- 
ing sizeable deficits during a stretch 
that included losses in five-straight 
games and nine of 10.

90 points marked a season-high 
total for the Mystics. 

“It’s what we have been working 
toward,” Mystics coach Trudi Lacey 


said. “We have to build on it and 
continue moving forward.” 

Still pulling up the rear in the 
WNBA’s Eastern conference, the 
Mystics will indeed need to keep 
moving forward against a Silver 
Stars squad that rapidly and effi- 


ciently strikes on offense. 

Led in scoring by guard Sophia 
Young, San Antonio averages 82 
points per game or nearly 12 more 
than Washington. Yet once again, 
floor general Becky Hammon is 
the one directing traffic. 

Perhaps the Mystics’ new jump- 
starting ways will slow Ham- 
mon and company. If not, maybe 
Noelle Quinn’s emerging role as 
a bench scorer will help Wash- 
ington keep up. Undeterred if not 
buoyed by a move out of the start- 
ing lineup, Quinn responded with 
a season-high 18 points in the win 
over Phoenix. 

“It’s a good look for me,” Quinn 
said about her reserve role. “It makes 
me come in there knowing that 
I have to be a difference maker.”

Serena Williams wins with so much 
more than serving, of course. 

Her groundstrokes are as intim- 
idating as they come. Superb speed 
and anticipation fuel her court- 
covering defense. Her returns are 
more than solid, too. 

When that serve is on-target, 
though, it sure is something spe- 
cial, quite possibly the greatest 
in the history of women’s tennis. 
Lashing a tournament-record 24 
aces at up to 120 mph, and doing 
plenty of other things well, too, 
four-time Wimbledon champion 
Williams overpowered No. 2-seed- 
ed Victoria Azarenka of Belar- 
us 6-3, 7-6 (6) Thursday to reach 
her seventh final at the All Eng- 
land Club. 

Williams’ opponent Saturday 
will be No. 3 Agnieszka Radwan- 
ska of Poland, who reached her 
first Grand Slam final at age 23 by 
playing steady as can be during a 
6-3, 6-4 victory over No. 8 Angel- 
ique Kerber of Germany. 

Williams won 20 of 24 ser- 
vice points in the first set, includ- 
ing 17 in a row during one stretch. 


Backstory 

Serena Williams is now one win 

away from a fifth Wimbledon cham- 
pionship, adding to those in 2002-03 
and 2009-10, and 14th Grand Slam 
singlestrophyoverall— butfirstin 
two years. The long gap is largely a 
result of a series of health problems 
suffered after she cut her feet on 
glass in 2010. The 30-year-old Wil- 
liams will try to become the first 
woman at least that age to win a ma- 
jortournamentsince Martina Navra- 
tilova, who was 33 when she won 
Wimbledon in 1990. (AP) 


She didn’t double-fault once, a real 
accomplishment given how often 
she went for corners and lines. She 
finished with a 45-14 edge in total 
winners. 

“Isn’t that something?” said 
Williams’ father, Richard, after 
watching his daughter win on 
Centre Court. “She was really try- 
ing, you know? Maybe she was 
trying to impress the neighbors 
back home.” 

This performance didn’t come 
against a slouch: Azarenka won 
the Australian Open in January as 
part of a 26-0 start to this season, 
was playing in her third semifinal 


in the past five major tournaments 
and would have returned to No. 1 
in the rankings if she’d managed 
to beat Williams.

wheels for portability. Or you could 
use a crib from the very begin- 
ning; they come in many shapes 
and sizes these days. 

“I like to keep cribs nice and 
small, and modern cribs are real- 
ly good for that because they’re 
streamlined,” says Dana Evans, 
owner of Bethesda boutique Daisy 
Baby & Kids (301-654-7477, Shop 
daisybaby.com). “My favorite crib 
and the one I have myself for my 
daughter in my one-bedroom condo 
is the Stokke Sleepi.” The oval- 
shaped crib (Stokke.com/en-us) can 
start out small — about 32 inch- 
es wide and 26 inches deep — and 
grow along with your child (or your 
home), even converting into a bed 
down the line.

And it’s 
picnic style, so anything that fits 
in a bowl or a plate. 

What else can attendees 
expect? 

Every picnic has a theme and a 
director [vulnerability led by Amy 
Saidman of Speakeasy D.C., the role 


of art in cultural life led by interior 
designer Christopher Boutlier] and 
discussion collaborators who min- 
gle with the crowd. It’s meant to 
be organic and conversational. No 
one is coming in with a PowerPoint 
presentation. Every now and then 
they address everyone at large, 
but we’re still playing with differ- 
ent formats.

Can you explain why you have an 
application process? 

It’s meant to get people to reach 
out to other people and get a con- 
versation going.

It really comes down 
to people have to be open-minded 
and open-hearted. That’s all I’m 
asking for. 

Why is D.C. the right place to 
start something like this? 

People here are so passionate, 
engaged and smart.

They’re trying to solve 
problems and save the world and 
it’s not just coming from some ide- 
alistic, naive place. 

Are there any conversation 
topics that are off limits? 

You mean like religion, sex and pol- 
itics?

On my last vacation, I completely overstuffed 
my suitcase. When the blond clerk from our 
hotel on a Croatian island offered to carry 
my bag up to my room, I nodded yes at her 
nicely — after all, I could barely lift the hulk- 
ing Samsonite. It was only after she turned 
around to leave the room that I realized, 
with horror, that she was pregnant. 

This affront to all Eastern Europeans was 
just the latest in a series of lifelong mishaps 
stemming from my overpacking or packing 
poorly. Think my broken toe, crushed by my 
giant roll-on in San Francisco, or what I’ll 
call “Parisian What Not to Wear,” aka, the 
night I had to wear my husband’s kneesocks 
with dressy pants on a surprisingly chilly 
summer night in France. 

Poor packing and excess baggage were 
literally starting to cramp my travel style 
— in addition to costing me checked-bag 
fees. (I hadn’t carried on a suitcase since 
Bill Clinton was president.) But how does a 
chick used to ferrying an extra 10 T-shirts 
to the beach or three pairs of boots on the 
Bolt bus to New York reform? And is trav- 
eling with too much stuff a sign of some 
deeper problem? 

“I think people get anx-

The snap, crackle and pulp of film- 
maker Oliver Stone’s rock-and-roll 
inclinations fuel “Savages,” his big 
bad boy of an adaptation of Don 
Winslow’s novel. 

A candy-colored black valen- 
tine to titillation, garish brutali- 
ty and groovy post-fin-de-siecle 
excess, this ode to cinema’s most 
exploitative pleasures finds Stone 
chronicling America’s dark side 
at its most sun-kissed. Drenched 
in light and sprawling across the 
screen in an anamorphic splash of 
wide-screen extravagance, “Sav- 
ages” is a B movie striving for an 
A-plus, a decadently energetic sum- 
mer escape with bloody action. 


bold visuals and bodacious atti- 
tude to burn. 

As O (Blake Lively) explains in 
the detached, So-Cal voiceover that 
threads through the film, she’s been 
living in a blissed-out menage a trois 
in Laguna Beach with Chon (Taylor 
Kitsch) and Ben (Aaron Johnson), 
marijuana dealers who grow the 
best product in the country, com- 
manding up to $6,000 a pound.

“Beasts of the Southern Wild ” the 
feature debut of director Benh Zeit- 
lin, was the darling of this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival, has already 
landed on several critics’ best-of- 
the-year lists and seems well on its 
way to being the Cinderella of next 
year’s Oscar ball. 

And why not? This alternate- 
ly scrappy and uplifting story of a 
young Louisiana girl on a fearless

creatures of its title. 

But it’s impossible not to be 
moved by the final scenes in “Beasts 
of the Southern Wild,” even while 
harboring profound misgivings 
about the embedded assumptions 
that have preceded them.

The Compulsive

Take This Waltz’ 
explores the addictive 
nature of infatuation 

Film Review 

Sarah Polley’s “Take This Waltz” is 
the anatomy of a love triangle. 

In the gorgeously photographed, 
mostly sure-footed new drama, free- 
lance writer Margot (Michelle Wil- 
liams) is happily married to cook- 
book author Lou (Seth Rogen). But 
when she meets a handsome neigh- 
bor, Daniel (Luke Kirby), Margot 
begins to feel a stirring she hasn’t 
felt in years. Although her grow- 
ing attraction to Daniel implies, 
of necessity, a pulling away from 
Lou, “Take This Waltz” gives short 


shrift to the dissolution of the mar- 
riage, focusing instead on the addic- 
tive nature of Margot’s sudden and 
unexpected lust for Daniel. In one 
sense, it’s almost a distaff take on 
the theme of last year’s “Shame.” 

Margot’s sister-in-law Geral- 
dine (Sarah Silverman), a recover- 
ing alcoholic, makes this very point, 
comparing Margot’s compulsive 
behavior to her own. 

Polley, who also wrote the smart, 
nuanced script, drives that point 
home elsewhere. In the film’s most 
powerful, and sexiest, scene, Dan- 
iel almost brings Margot to climax 
simply by telling her what he’d like 
to do to her — at length, and linger- 
ingly. Both of them are sitting in a 
bar, fully clothed, over drinks. Their 
martinis, Daniel notes when he’s

done, seem to be “redundant.”

The most satisfying is the setup: In 
a time-travel scenario, Agent J must go 
back to 1969 to prevent the murder of 
his partner, Agent K. But the best thing 
about the setup is that it affords the 
film an opportunity to make fun of the 
’60s. Until Agent J “timejumps" intothe 
past, however, the movie feels flat-footed 
and lazy, reprising old jokes and sight 
gags from the two earlier films. Adding 
to the list of misfires is Emma Thomp- 
son as Agent 0, the head of the M.I.B. 
agency. Seemingly intended to add spice, 
the actress is hopelessly wasted, m.o. 
MOONRISE KINGDOM (PG 13, 93 min 
utes) “Moonrise Kingdom" opens with 
no music— just thesound of raindrops 
falling on the roof of a preternaturally 
cozy house, which the camera gently 
leadstheaudiencethrough. As explained 
by a nameless narrator, “Moonrise King- 
dom" will chronicle the adventures of 
Sam and Suzy, each of whom is woefully 
misunderstood by the adults in his or 
her life. As he’s done in all of his films, 
Wes Anderson confects a distinctive 
mix of arch humor and solemnity in 
“Moonrise Kingdom," in which Sam and 
Suzy confront death, abandonment and 
burgeoningsexuality in very real terms, 
but in which either can also be struck by 
lightning without suffering anything 
worse than a pair of sooty glasses, a.h. 
PROMETHEUS (R, 119 minutes) The 
biggest surprise about “Prometheus" 
might be just how unoriginal it is, given 
Ridley Scott’s track record as a genre 
game-changer. Visually impressive, this 
anticlimactic exercise too often playsas 
though it has been cobbled together from 
archetypes, imagery and tropes from 
countless other movies. We meet the 
principal players: Charlie Holloway and 
Elizabeth Shaw, archeologists who are 
leading a group of explorers in the year 
2089 when they happen upon a cave of 
futuristic dreams. When the action picks 
up a few years later, Holloway, Shaw 
and their ragtag team have boarded a 
spacecraft named Prometheus, which, 
under the sponsorship ofWeyland 
Industries, is taking them to an undis- 
closed location and, presumably, to the 
origin of the human species itself, a.h. 
ROCKOFAGES(PG-13,123 minutes) The 
fact that this affectionately mocking 
homage to acts such as Journey, Guns 
N’ Roses and Pat Benatar comes by way 
of Auto-Tuned singers such as Julianne 


Hough, Diego Boneta and Tom Cruise 
makes “Rock of Ages" an unusually en- 
ervating experience. Cruise’s Stacee 
Jaxx is a mash-up whose presence at a 
Sunset club called the Bourbon Room is 
guaranteed to bring the bar out of finan- 
cial insolvency. It’s into this maelstrom 
of caricatured mayhem and excess 
that a wide-eyed singer named Sherrie 
(Hough) arrives one night, fresh off the 


bus from Oklahoma. As much fun as it 
is to watch Cruise wink at his own star 
persona, “Rock of Ages" never attains 
Bic-lighter-worthy transcendence, a.h. 
TED (R, 106 minutes) If you’ve seen the 
trailers for “Ted," you’re hip to its high- 
concept premise: A little boy named 
Johnny Bennett gets a cuddly teddy 
bear for Christmas and, after making a 
wish, the bear begins to talk; 20 years 


later Johnny (Mark Wahlberg) and Ted 
(voiced by Seth MacFarlane) live to- 
gether as roomies, generally avoiding 
the bothersome business of growing up. 
Making his live-action directorial debut, 
MacFarlane, the genial wisenheimer 
behind the animated television series 
“Family Guy," has created a universe 
based largely on the same humor of that 
show, making “Ted" a probable hit with 


those viewers. “Ted" may be best enjoyed 
while enjoying the same mind-altering 
substances its protagonists ingest in 
such copious doses. Once the novelty 
wears off, though, so does the buzz. a.h.

affecting me, how much of a sense 
of loss I felt,” he says. 

So, he pointed his camera 
upward. Cheney’s original idea was 
to explore what the disappearing 
night sky meant to astronomers who 
had to hnd remote locations to get 
clear sky views. Cheney’s research 
took him to interesting new places, 
however, where urban lighting had 
unanticipated consequences. 

A scientist in Chicago showed 
Cheney file cabinets with thou- 
sands of bird carcasses. The migrat- 
ing birds had become confused by 
city lights and slammed into closed 
windows, killing themselves. 

“I came to realize that light pol- 
lution represents an insidious dan- 
ger to our society,” Cheney says.
